Milk and milk product 1, fucii a. 
butter and cheese, are foods whi* h 
(lould be need by e\er?one. youug 
and o’d. They, together with leaf'* 
vogc’agles and fiuits, should b? part 
of the daily diet throughout Ilf's. 

As wc have said, milk is the mo t 
valuable food we have, but milk that 
becomoH contaminated with the gcr.tc 
from cows which have *tuberculoais 
is responsible for the bavin typ? of 
tuberculosis in children which cuuiei 
disease and crippling. Milk contemm 
ated with barnyard dust and dirt 
causes diarrhoeas in children, which 
condition is responsible for the death 
of many little ones. In its handling 
milk may be contaminated with dis¬ 
ease germs by the milker or by the 
use of impure water or by milking 
utensils which have not been steril¬ 
ized. 

Milk shou’d come from rlcaa, heal 
thy cows which are free from discs hu 
and it should be handled in n cleanly 
manner. Before urc, it should be pa i 
teurized. Pasteurization destroys any 
disease germs which may have gain¬ 
ed entrance into tho milk, for, des¬ 
pite all precautions they do get in 
and that is why all milk should be 
pasteurized. 

IThc milk because it Is such a va’- 
•lahle food but be r jre you tuke it 
yourself, and particularly, before you 
give it to your children, make sure 
that it is pure und safe.

Those who are contemplating making 
1 star- with bees are well advised 
to spend at least one full season as 
a helper to tome succesful beekeeper, 
or faring this to visit tome apairy 
as often as possible during the active 
season and watch the operators at 
work. Some of the Agricultural Col 
leges now give extensive courses in 
beekeeping and prospective beekeep¬ 
ers can obtain valuable information 
at these courses. Furthermore, there 
arc many books now available that 
‘iea» wtth beekeepig from the begin¬ 
ner standpoint, among these might be 
mentioned Bulletin No. 33, “Bees 
and How to Insta’l Them." Most of 
♦he Provnicial Deportments have al- 
tq issued bulletins doulii.g with some 
nhaecs of beekeeping and these may 
obtained, free of charge, by writing 
o the Central Experimental Farm at 
Ottawa, or to the Publications Bran 
all, Department of Agriculture, Ottn- 
va. Other bulletins that are availab’e 
'•om the sane sources and dealing 
vi’h beekeeping arc “Wintering 
Oe°s In Canada" and “Package Bees 
and How to keep them’’ published by 
lie Dominion Department of Agricult 
ure at Ottawa, and which may be 
ha obtained frc e by writing these 
Departments for them.

b.ishel costs. Many farmers will take 
advantage of the opportunity -to se¬ 
en; e a couple of hundred pounds of 
the fertilizer and test it out on four 
or fiva acres. That's the way to get 
the proof of the pudding. 

Three or four years ago there were 
publ shed on this page a number of 
articles telling of the effect of fertil¬ 
izer in the wheat sheep state of Vic 
toria, Australia. There, where fifteen 
years ago wheat growing had be 
come a precarious operation owing 
to drought and low yields, the addit 
ion of fertilizer to land being sown 
to wheat, and the carrying of sheep 
at the rate of one sheep per acre of 
Eummerfallowed land, has resulted in 
a stabilization of agriculture in a 
dry area somewhat similar to certain 
dir-trirts in Alberta. Now that we 

have the artificial fertilizer available 
at most reasonable prices we might 
try out a wheat sheep fertilizer prog 
ram in Southeastern Alberta. We be 
lieve it would pay big dividends.- - 
Lethbridge Hera’d.
